CHURCH MEMBERSHIP IN AMERICA 
NOW GREATER THAN EVER BEFORE 


NEW YORK, June 11 (AP).—More peo- 
ple in the United States were members 
of churches at the end of 1932 than at 
any previous time, reports Dr. George 
Linn Kieffer, president of the Association 
of American Religious Statisticians. 

A one-year gain of 1,088,594, or 1.82 per 
cent. was announced in his annual sur- 
vey made public tunight by the Christian 
Herald. This, Dr. Kieffer said, was more 
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than four times the gain registered in 
1931. 

He noted a total membership of 60,886,- 
445 in the 204 religious organizations of 
the United States. 

The magazine reported that since 1900 
church membership has increased 82.8 
per cent. compared with a population in- 
crease of 65.8 per cent. 

The six largest church groups in Ameri- 
ca, the only ones having more than 2,000,- 
000 members were listed as follows: 

Three bodies of Western Catholics, 20,- 
270,718; 18 bodies of Baptists, 9,929,962; 
19 bodies of Methodists, 9,088,022; 17 
bodies Lutherans, 4,081,242; Jewish Con- 
gregations, 4,315,242; 9 bodies of Presby- 
terians, 2,717,331. 

Increases were reported for all prin- 
cipal denominations, with the Baptists 
showing the largest numerical gain, 256,- 
609, and the Eastern Catholic (nine 
bodies) the largest relative gain, 47.31 
per cent. 

The number of ministers was reported 
at 231.358, a one-year gain of 3,988, and 
the number of churches at 241,690, an in- 
crease of 2,724.

called churches don’t like the Church 
of God. I have been asked why we called 
it the Church of God. My answer was 
that we didn’t name it and didn’t have 
anything to do with naming it. We found 
its name in the Bible, not only its name 
but its teaching. 

I believe that the Church of God was 
the Church that Jesus was talking io 
Peter about building, for He said, “And 
I say also unto thee, That thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock I will build my 
chureh; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it,” Matt. 16:18. Hell and 
all its forces have been against this 
Church but they haven’t prevailed. The 
Church of God is still doing business in 
the world and people are flocking to her 
by the thousands, praise the Lord. 

Almost every so-called church would 
like to see the Church of God go down 
in defeat, but they will never see it for 
she is rising and shining everywhere.

“Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, which he 
(Christ) hath purchased with his own 
blood,” Acts 20:28. “Unto the church of 
God which is at Corinth, to them that 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus, called to 
be saints, with all that in every place call 
upon the name of Jesus Christ our Lord, 
both theirs and ours,” 1 Cor. 1:2. “Give 
none offence, neither to the Jews, nor to 
the Gentiles, nor to the church of God,” 
1 Cor. 10:32. “For I am the least of the 
apostles, that am not meet to be called 
an apostle, because I persecuted the 
church of God,” 1 Cor. 15:9. Paul, why 
did you persecute it? The reason he per- 
secuted it, he didn’t like its name, and 
all the members claimed to be sanctified, 
also claimed to have the Holy Ghost. 
Paul was like a lot of people today who 
make all manner of sport of the Churen 
of God people and call them all kind of 
names. There are a lot of so-called min- 
isters who will stand in the pulpit and 
call us holy rollers and some of the lit- 
tle preachers will tell their flock to stay 
away from the Church of God meetings. 

But poor old Paul became a Church of 
God preacher and suffered his head cut 
from his body. I know people who are 
in the Church of God today shouting the 
victory who one time persecuted Her 
just like Paul. But they were honest. 
They had been led by blind guides and 
they thought that they were right. The 
pulpits are filled today with blind guides 
who will do or say anything to hinder 
the Church of God. We have some of this 
kind in my town, so I know what I am 
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talking about. 

All right some more Scripture. “Paul, 
an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of 
God, and Timothy our brother, unto the 
church of God which is at Corinth, with 
all the saints which are in all Achaia,” 
2 Cor. 1:1. Read 2 Thess. 1:4, 5. “For ye 
have heard of my conversion in time past 
in the Jews’ refigion, how that beyond 
measure I persecuted the church of God, 
and wasted it,” Gal.

There was still an empty place 
in my heart and these fellows didn’t have 
anything to satisfy this longing. But 
thank the Lord, I saw and asked for the 
old paths where is the good way and I 
am walking therein and have found rest 
for my soul. Praise the Lord! 

I hope these few remarks might find 
their way to some heart and help them 
to get out of the ways and get in the way. 
I ask all the saints everywhere to pray 
for me. I feel that the Lord has a work 
for me to do and I want to do it and be 
submissive to His will. I want to please 
the Lord. I am not wanting any honor 
from man. I want all who know the Lord 
to pray for me.

Luke 22:54 


S, Peter followed afar off, and 

there are many like Peter today, fol- 
lowing Christ afar off. We must remem- 
ber Peter had not been filled with the 
precious Holy Ghost when He denied his 
Lord. What about us who have the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost according to Acts 
2:4? No, we can’t deny our Lord after 
receiving such a blessing from Him, but 
do we follow Him as we should? Do we 
lie on His bosom as John the beloved did? 
Are we waiting on Him to hear Him 
speak to us? Are we obedient to His call? 
Do we read and meditate on His Word as 
often as we should? or do we neglect 
the reading of His Word at times? Do 
we enter into our closets as often as wé 
should? Do we pray without ceasing? Do 
we visit the sick and afflicted? 
Isa. 58:7, 8, 11 tells us, “Is it not to deal 
thy bread to the hungry, and that thou 
bring the poor that are cast out to thy 
house? when thou seest the naked, that 
thou cover him; and that thou hide not 
thyself from thine own flesh? Then shall 
thy light break forth as the morning, and 
thine health shall spring forth speedily: 
and thy righteousness shall go before 
thee; the glory of the Lord shall be thy 
reward. And the Lord shall guide thee 
continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
drought, and make fat thy bones: and 
thou shalt be like a watered garden, and 
like a spring of water, whose waters fail 
not.” 

Yes, we who have the baptism accord- 
ing to Acts 2:4, are we obedient? Did 
Jesus not say in John 16:13, “Howbeit 
when he, the spirit of truth, is come he 
will guide you into all truth’? We are 
a great deal more responsible than was 
poor Peter and the other disciples. 

We find in Luke 22:31-34 that just af- 
ter the last supper Jesus said to Peter, 
“Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath de- 
sired to have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: But I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: and when thou 
art converted, strengthen thy brethren. 
And he said unto him, Lord, I am ready 
to go with thee, both into prison, and to 
death. And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock shall not crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that thou know>2st 
me.” Poor Peter, he did love His Lord 
and had walked with Him three years. 
It was he and another one of the twelve 
whom Jesus sent forth commanding 
them saying, “And as ye go, preach, say- 
ing, The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 
Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise 
the dead, cast out devils: freely ye have 
received, freely give,” Matt. 10:7, 8. 

He could not understand why he should 
deny his Lord. We read in Matt. 26:56, 57 
that when the multitude had led Jesus 
away to Caiaphas all the disciples for- 
sook Him and fled. But Peter and John 
could not leave Jesus alone when He was 
suffering so at the hands of the furious 
mob. When fear enters into our hearts 


we are sure to fail. 

John went on into the palace but Peter 
stood at the door without. Then John 
went and brought Peter in. John 18:15, 
16. We must keep close to Jesus if we 
don’t want to fail Him. Poor Peter was 
afraid to go inside the door. Dear ones, 
let’s keep close to Jesus like John did. 
During these three years he leaned cn 
His bosom. I realize just now that John 
was the only one of the twelve that we 
read of leaning on Jesus’ breast.

But 
oh, the joy, when Peter received the Holy 
Ghost on the day of Pentecost according 
to Acts 2:4. He preached two sermons 
whereby eight thousand souls were saved.

“As it was in the days of Noe, so shall 
it be also in the days of the Son of man. 
They did eat, they drank, they married 
wives, they were given in marriage, un- 
til the day that Noe entered into the ark, 
and the flood came, and destroyed them 
all. Likewise also as it was in the days 
of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they sold, they planted, they 
builded; but the same day that Lot went 
out of Sodom it rained fire and  brim- 
stone from heaven, and destroyed them 
all. Even thus shall it be in the day when 
the Son of man is revealed,” Luke 17:26- 
30. 

This scripture shows that the Savior 
has selected the two most corrupt pe- 
riods in the world’s history as_ illustra- 
tive of what we are to see in “the day 
when the Son of man is revealed.” The 
evil condition of the world in the days 
of Noah is plainly set forth in another 
scripture. Of that time it is said, “And 
God saw that the wickedness of man was 
great in the earth, and that every imagi- 
nation of the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continually.” Gen. 6:5. Then in 
Noah’s time, no matter what the people 
may have been, God “saw that the wick- 
edness of man was great in the earth.”

JONAH’S' extraordinary experience 

typically foreshadows the history of 
the Jews. A depository of truth and prom- 
ise they were raised a peculiar people 
unto God so as to witness to all nations. 
Like Jonah who refused to fulfill his di- 
vine commission in preaching to Gentile 
Nineveh, even so Israel failed God, de- 
parting from His Word till its religion 
degenerated to a meaningless form. Jonah 
fled into a ship but the Lord sent out a 
great storm; even so all nations were 
convulsed with upheaval from the Baby- 
lonian to the ruthless Roman conquests 
and it went ill with the Jews throughout 
that Maccabean period as with Jonah in 
that storm-tossed vessel. Israel finally 
was completely cast out from among the 
nations, after the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, as Jonah was thrown into the deep. 
Scattered over the earth, wanderers and 
unwanted the Jews have suffered untold 
hatred, persecution and massacre for 
near three days of a thousand years each, 
corresponding to the days Jonah spent 
within the fish. In the Gentile whale’s 
body politic and social the Jew has prov- 
en a troublesome problem, keeping stub- 
bornly separate and to this day unassim- 
ilated by the countries of their adoption 
even as Jonah proved most indigestible to 
the great monster. 

Now among the species of the Genus 
Cetacea are two whose morphology, di- 
mensions and habits would make them 
ideal hosts for Jonah. One is the sperm 
whale, the other the whale-shark or Rhi-: 


nodon Typicus, both 70 feet long. Mr. 
Bullen, an authority, states that the 
sperm whale often vomits up the con- 


tents of its stomach when dying and this 
is true of the whole family in general. 

Gentile nations will soon be in the 
throes of their death struggles. The in- 
creasing anti-semiticism in Europe with 
cruel Jew-baiting in Germany, Austria 
and Roumania shows this Dispensation to 
be nearly ended. The great Gentile whale 
is beginning to vomit in earnest. It must 
expel its Jonah, the Jews, at once its 
most aggravating and irritating problem; 
but true to type, that very act when com-

“As they ministered to the Lord and 
fasted the Holy Ghost said, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work where- 
unto I have called thee. And when they 
had fasted and prayed and laid their 
hands on them they sent them away. So 
they being sent forth by the Holy Ghost 
departed.” Perhaps that is the trouble, 
why we are not having more success than 
we are having in sending out mission- 
aries and in raising missionary funds. 
This incident occurred in A. D. 44 ov 
eleven years after Pentecost. It will be 
seen by examining the pretext that God’s 
prophets and teachers were not only min- 
istering to the Lord, but that they were 
in fasting and prayer, and only after we 
give ourselves to that kind of a ministry 
will we actually know the mind of the 
Lord and be able to cooperate with Him. 

God had already called Barnabas and 
Paul for the missionary work. He has 
likewise called many today who are 
standing waiting for some church to as- 
sume the responsibility of sending them 
to their field of labor. It is the duty of 
God to call and provide missionaries to 
be sent, and then it becomes the duty of 
the church to send them.

There is a withdrawal of missionaries 
by different church organizations.

The same is true of many other church 
societies, they are likewise recalling 
their missionaries. We ask the reason for 
all of this. Certainly it is not that the 
Christian church is itself financially in / 
worse condition than was the church of 
the first century, but there is a lack of 
consecration on the part of the church 
in fasting and in praying which produces 
the willingness of heart to give to the 
missionary cause. It is no wonder that 
James said of the rich, You have heaped 
treasures together for the last days. Your 
riches are corrupt and your garments are 
motheaten.” Think of a _ professed 





Christian with his gold and silver canker- 
ed, the rust of which shall be a witness 
against him in the day of judgment. Rust 
here represents riches that have not been 
in use, laying stored back. 

The lack of fruit from missionary giv- 
ing renders those that have not given 
bare in the day of judgment as evidences 
by the treasures being rusted. Ye have 
lived in pleasure on the earth, ye have 
nourished your hearts as in the day of 
slaughter. While multiplied millions of 
heathens who do not know their right 
hand from their left perish for the lack 
of the Gospel, multiplied thousands of 
professed Christians spend their money 
in pleasure, excess food, clothing, au‘ 
mobiles and finery. 

RESPONSIBILITY 


The command to evangelize the world 
was not given to Methodist or any other 
church organization other than the 
Church of God which embodies all in- 
spired New Testament authority and 
doctrine, and rm the light of the decline 
among other church societies, it remains 
that unless that part of the Christian 
church that is in the world today, which 
bases its religious experience on nothing 
less than full salvation, goes to the res- 
cue of heathen nations, they will be iso- 
lated and cut off by Antichristian teach- 
ings and destroyed without hope. 

Let us for Christ’s sake and in His 
name be more given to prayer about the 
mission cause and more active in our ef- 
fort. Times may be hard, but we can do 
far more than We are doing. Our mission 
funds are low, they stay that way because 
our efforts are insincere and of a puni- 
tive form which is not ample to meet the 
needs. After all, we will be minus ihe 
adornment of new and added sheaves in 
heaven when the day of coronation comes 
because we have not been generous and 
faithful in our effort. All the local 
churches and conventions are called up- 
on to respond and rally generously to the 
aid of the mission cause.—Mission Sec.

REVIEW: JESUS OUR LORD 
AND SAVIOR 

Scripture: Acts 13:23-33. 

Memory Verse: John 13:19. 

Golden Text: Ail power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.—Matt. 28:18, 19. 

Leading Thought: Jesus was true to the 
trust committed to Him by His Father, and 
fully accomplished the work He came to 
earth to do. 

V. 23. “Of this man’s seed hath God ac- 
cording to his promises raised unto Israel 
a Saviour, Jesus.” The purpose of the apos- 
tle was to link Jesus as Savior with Old 
Testament promises, thus proving the rea- 
sonableness of accepting Christ as Savior. 
He points out a succession of deliverances 
through the judges and kings of Israel; he 
further continues that Christ is a fulfill- 
ment of promises already made unto David, 
thus placing Christ in line as the actual 
Son of David, the Messiah and Savior of 
Israel. 

V. 24. “When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of repent- 
ance to all the people of Israel.’’ The apos- 
tle here uses John as the connecting link 
between the Old Testament promises as 
mentioned in Isa. 40:3; Mal. 3:1, thus 
pointing out the ministry of John as 
preceding the ministry of Jesus, and that 
the coming of Jesus was in Narmony and 
complete fulfillment of such promises. 

V. 25. “And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am?” know- 
ing that all men were musing in their 
hearts of John whether he were the Christ 
or not (Luke 3:15). John was desirous to 
remove any supposition that he was him- 
self the Messiah, therefore, he is emphatic, 
“I am not he.” He desires that the people 
center their eyes upon the coming One. 
Paul takes advantage of such argument tc 
strengthen the faith of his hearers, thus 
preparing them for the acceptance of the 
ministry of Jesus immediately following 
that of John. But, “Behold, there cometh 
one after me, whose shoes of his feet I am 
not worthy to loose.” Paul uses John’s ex- 
planation that Jesus was to follow behind 
him, using at the same time the weight of 
the fact that “all men, held John as a 
prophet” (Luke 20:6; Matt. 21:26; Acts 
10:37). They would not like to discredit 
John as a prophet, he, therefore, uses him 
as a decisive factor in enthroning Christ 
as the coming Messiah. If indeed many 
were persuaded and really believed that 
John was the Christ, they might even now 
accept his witness of Christ, since they 
admit His coming in believing that John 
was He. (John 1:19-28). 

V. 26. “Men and brethren, children of the 
stock of Abraham, and whosoever among 
you feareth God, to you is the word of this 
salvation sent.” The apostle here appeals 
unto his hearers as “men and brethren,’ 





“children of Abraham,” and broadens vut 
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to whosoever * * * feareth God.” His ap- 
peal is one of contrasting reason, based 
on the fact either of their relation as breth- 
ren, children of Abraham, or as those who 
“fear God.” As children of promise they 
may not treat God’s provision lightly, as 
God-fearing they will not; it is, therefore, 
one of pure reason based on the “word of 
salvation,” “the word which God _ sent” 
(Acts 10:36). 

V. 27. “For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew him 
not, nor yet the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath day, they 
have fulfilled them in condemning him.” 
The apostle here centers blame on “they 
that dwell at Jerusalem, and their rulers,” 
which are comprised of both “scribes and 
Pharisees” and the under-Roman powers, 
for condemning Christ. This, however, he 
cites as a fulfillment of the “voice of the 
prophets.” See Ps. 22; Isa. 53:5; Dan. 9: 
24-26; 1 Pet. 1:10-12 which follows in con- 
secutive order as proof that Christ was the 
coming Messiah. The prophets, he _ says, 
“are read every sabbath day,” through 
whom they have learned of the advent of 
Christ as the Savior of the world, the death 
of whom more completely fulfills the voice 
of the prophets and makes the acceptance 
of Him as Savior all the more a necessity 
and reasonable, 

V. 28. And though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet desired they Pilate 
that he should be slain.” From Luke 23:5 
we learn that Pilate gave verdict saying, 

1 find no fault in him.” 

V. 29. “And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took him 
down from the tree, and laid him ina 
sepulcher.” The reference here is to such 
scriptures as tell of His sufferings, death 
and burial. See Isa. 53:12; Ps. 22; Ps. 69: 
21. 

V. 30. “But God raised him from the 
dead.” Here is the emphatic attestation to 
the miracle of resurrection, followed by 
proof of His rising by many witnesses. 

V. 31. “And he was seen many days of 
them (Acts 1:3) which came up with nim 
from Galilee to Jerusalem.” Those ere 
meant are the apostles themselves, whose 
special duty it was to witness to His resur- 
rection (Acts 1:21) with others who no 
doubt were from Galilee. See Matt. 28:7-16; 
fark 16:7. He was seen first of Mary 
(John 20:11-15), then of Peter on the 
way to Emmaus (Luke 24:15; 1 Cor. 
15:5), then of the twelve, “after 
that he was seen of above five hundred 
brethren at once” (1 Cor. 15:6), perhaps 
in the mountain in Galilee. The twelve 
alone constitute the apostolic witness. 

V. 32. “And we declare unto you good 
t'dings.” What was declared to be “gond 
tidings unto all people” in Luke 2:10, is 
here in progress unto the Gentiles who 
were in the mind of God “blessed with 
faithful Abraham” and his seed. 

V. 33. “God hath fulfilled the same un- 
to us their children.” The promises made 
in connection with Christ and His redemp- 
tion as affecting Israel, the apostle here 
asserts that “God hath fulfilled.” The ac- 
tual setting up of the Davidic kingdom 
could not follow until there was “reconcili- 
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ation for iniquity” and the bringing about 
“of everlasting righteousness” through the 
shedding of the blood of Christ to cleanse 
those unto whom that promise was made. 
The promise of a literal kingdom was 
based on redemption by blood. The earnest 
of all the promises made by God unto Abra- 
ham and his seed were in progressive ful- 
fillment at the death of Christ. The apos- 
tle is particular to point out here the con- 
clusion of the whole of these promises; 
that they look through the church age and 
end with the fulfillment of the Davidic 
promise by saying, “As it is written in the 
second psalm, ‘Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee.’” 

Then follows the vexing of the nations 
and the actual setting of the King upon 
Zion. He here gives a panoramic view of 
the voice of the prophets beginning with 
“our fathers” while they dwelt in Egypt, 
passing through the national life of Israel; 
the crucifixion of Christ as King, followed 
by “the glad tidings unto all people” and 
the enthronement of “my Son” in Acts 
13:33; and Ps. 2.
